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WORLD CUP 


AUSTRALIAN WORLD CUP 
FINALS’ FAVOURITES 


by lan Smith 


Tipsters from 48 countries had their selections for the final 16 to go 
to Munich published in the mass-circulation “France Football” recently. 

How did Australia fare with the pollsters? Well, all but six chose 
Australia to win Group 16 (four tipped Iran and two chose South 


Korea). 


Only two other nations, Italy and Sweden, carried stronger auprctt 
han Australia to win their respective elimination groups. 


Part of the reason for 
this would obviously have 
been the publication of our 
match results (about all we 
can expect to get) in 
overseas journals. Iraq were 
strongly tipped before the 
sub-group elimination and 
Australia’s 3-1 and 0-0 
results against them must 
have looked good on paper. 

What is overlooked of 
course,, is that Iraq were 
labouring under an enor- 
mous handicap, but let us 
hear their coach Teleki 
explain that - “I had to 
buy them proper boots in 
Sydney; at home, on their 
sand pitches in the Bagh- 
dad heat they only wear 
gym boots”, he said. “So 
what do you expect from 
them?” 

It was not the matches 
against Irag that frightened 

stralian fans however. It 
was those two nerve-wrack 
ing draws against our near 
neighbours across the Tas- 


man, New Zealand. 

That the Australian 
team were drawn into 
playing the same poor 
standard of soccer that the 
Kiwis produced was some 
thing that undoubtedly 
must have given Rale Rasic 
cause for concern. In fact, 
apart from two half hour 
bursts (against Iran and 
New Zealand) plus the full 
match against Indonesia 
when the chips were down, 
the Australian team did 
little to inspire confidence. 

However, one feels that 
now Johnny Warren is 
back, a Richards-Rooney- 
Warren midfield combina- 
tion would, if selected, 
dominate that area of the 
park and give Australia 
much added push up front. 

That appears unlikely 
though as Rooney, despite 
giving his all in matches 
and leading just about 
every star player contest in 
Sydney, is not one of the 


selector’s favourites partly 
because he lacks just that 
little bit of finesse in his 
distribution, 

Australia's real strength 
lies in its defence which, 
although it conceded six 
goals (four against the 
Kiwis), generally exuded an 
air of reliability that was 
heartening. 

Tonight's. matches are 
extremely important for all 
players and for the second 
time this season we will 
have a representative side 
visiting the north that will 
be flat out to impress, The 
reason is that this is the 
last full scale trial before 
the final World Cup Squad 
of 18 is named, 

The appearance of ex- 
local idols Col Curran and 
Ray Baartz will add-much 
interest for the crowd as 
well and I have no doubt 
that all spectators will be 
clamouring for smore when 
the final whistle blows.

JACK REILLY (Hakoah Melb.] Goalkeeper aged 28 years 


First selected in the Australian Team in the 1970 World 
Tour where he established himself as Australia's number 
one choice, The highlight of his career so far was a 
stupendous display at the Azteca Stadium, Mexico City, in 
December, 1970, where Mexican soccer writers described 
his performance as one of the best seen at that famous 
ground-venue for so many great matches in the last World 
Cup. Tall and elegant, Reilly played one season in Sydney 
after the 1970 tour, but has since returned in Melbourne 
Injured in 1971 he regained his place in the Australian 
goal last year and was one of the best players in Austra- 
jia’s win against Wolverhampton, the English finalists of 
the 1972 UEFA Cup, and in the 2-2 draw with Pele’s F.C 
Santos 8 selections. 


JIM FRASER [St.George Budapest] Goalkeeper aged 25 


Currently the number one Australian goalkeeper enjoying 
2 fantastically successful season with his Club. Fraser was 
a member of the 1969 World Cup Squad and returned to 
the National Team again in 1971 during the absence of 
Jack Reilly. Fraser then lost his position to Ron Corry but 
has again forced himself onto the scene with first class 
performances. Speed and courage are his greatest assets. 


ALAN MAHER [Sutherland] Goalkeeper aged 23 years 
‘Another product of the Sutherland Shire and currently 
\ one of the most promising goalkeepers in Australia. He is 
6' 1” in height and has all the assets to develop into a 
first class international goalkeeper. He is particularly 
adept at dealing with high crosses in his goal mouth and 
given more match practice is sure to be one of the Austra- 
lian International stars of the future. 


JIMMY MILISAVLJEVIC [J.U.S.T.] Goalkeeper aged 19 


Australian born of Yugoslav parentage Milisavijevic has 
ousted Jack Reilly'from the number one spot in the Vie- 
torian State Representative Team, He played an excellent 
match for Victoria against the National Squad recently 
and is very much under the eye of the National Coach to 
fill one of the three goalkeeper spots for the World Cup 
encounter, He is extremely agile and has good judgement. 
Perhaps he lacks a little height but more than makes up 
for this by his excellent fitness and quick reactions.

HARRY WILLIAMS [St. George] Fullback, aged 22 years

COLIN BENNETT [Sutherland] Defender aged 22 years 


This fine Australian born player has improved dramatic- 
ally during the current season. Coach Rasic is grooming 
Bennett with a view to him taking the position of injured 
defender “Iron Man” Schaefer. Bennett still lacks experi- 
ence but certainly replaces this with enthusiasm. Tall and 
well built he is a difficult opponent for any forward. 


COLIN CURRAN [Western Suburbs] Defender aged 24 


Curran is Australian born and developed his soccer in 
Newcastle, a stronghold of the game for many years. He 
represented Australia in the round. world tour in 1970 
producing outstanding performances in each and every 
game. Curran is expected to fill the vacancy which resul- 
ted from Bobby Hogg breaking his leg and his ferocious

GEORGE HARRIS [St.George] Defender aged 24 years 


One of the bright young stars of Australian soccer who 
had a meteoric rise to the top. Fast and forceful, he 
favours the modern overlapping style of European full- 
backs and likes nothing better than to join his forwards 
with lightning fast forays down the wing. At times he 
really plays as one of the Australian team’s wingers and 
his crosses spell danger for the goalkeeper. Despite his 
relatively small stature his tackling is fierce and it will 
take a clever forward to get the better of this stout hearted 
youngster. Made his international debut against Israel 
earlier in November, 1971.

DOUG UTJENSENOVIC [St.George] Defender aged 27 


‘An elegant ball playing defender whose impeccable 
technique is a great asset in a tight situation. His ability 
to work the ball out of a mass of players, then lay on a 
perfect pass to set his forwards back on attack should 
delight spectators. A perfect gentleman you will rarely see 
him commit a foul. His delicately placed free kicks would 
trouble more: than one opposing defence.

JOHN WARREN [St.George] Midfielder aged 30 years 


The best known and liked soccer player in Australia 
whose name has become synonymous with the game in 
recent years. A Bachelor of Economics and a Journalist 
with a weekly football column in a Sydney newspaper, 
Warren has made @ miraculous recovery when his playing 
career seemed doomed a year ago. He was out of action 
for cighteen months following serious ligament trouble but 
bounced back to his best form and performed well on tour 
last year. Last year he added to his fame when he was the 
“dux” of the Second Asian Coaching Course in Kuala 
Lumpur, Warren is an inspiration on and off the field of 
play to the Australian team of which he was the Captain 
for five years until his injury. With his 36 selections he is 
Australia’s most capped soccer player. 


RAY RICHARDS [Marconi-Sydney] Midfielder aged 30 
First selecjed for Australia on the 1967 tour of Asia, he 
went into a three year eclipse until chosen again for the 
1970 World Tour. He has not looked back since and is an 
automatic choice for a National XI. This husky 
mustacheoud half back, with his lethal shot, is always a 
favourite of the crowds, who gape in awe and amazement 
at the length of his throw-ins, which are every bit as 
dangerous as corner kicks. He won a niche in Australian 
soccer history for himself in June 1972 when he marked 
the great Pele out of the Australian v Santos match in 
Sydney without a single foul going against him into the 
bargain. 13 selections. 


JIM MACKAY [Hakoah-Sydney] Midflelder aged 29 years 
The “artist” of the Australian team. Endowed with a 
brilliant technique he adds class to the National side 
which would lack some sparkle and creativity without this 
blond star as midfield. Since he also combines the heart of 
4 lion and is no slouch either when it comes to tackle an 
opponent off the ball, it is no wonder that there are many 
in Australia who regard him as the National Team's 
greatest asset and all round player in Australian soccer.
